Washington, April 24.—William F. 


McCombs, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic national committee today no- 
tified President Wilson that he will 
be unable to continue in his present 
position after the 
Democratic na- 


tional convention in St. Louis and 
will be unable to direct Mr. Wilson's 
campaign for re-election. 


Replying to Mr. McCombs' letter 


the president expressed regret. Fred 
B. Lynch, national committeeman 
from Minnesota is expected to suc- 
ceed Mr. McCombs and conduct the 
campaign. 


Mr. McCombs wrote to the presi- 


dent: 
"I have just formed a new partner- 
ship for the practice of law which 
will become effective on the first day 
of May. The change will necessitate 
my devoting substantially 
all my 


time to my pression. 
My political 


activities must be largely curtailed. 
My arrangement however, will jus- 
tify tty proceeding through to the 
end of the convention at St. Louis." 
The president replied as follows: 


"I have your letter of April 20 


apprising me of your inability to re- 
tain the chairmanship of the Demo- 
cratic national committee for the ap- 
proaching campaign. 
"I fully appreciate the necessity 


you feel yourself to be under to re- 
sign after the convention shall have 
been held in June; I know that you 
would not have reached such a de- 
cision had not your new business ob- 
ligations made it unavoidable. I do 
not feel at liberty, therefore, to urge 
you to make the sacrifice that a re- 
tention of the chairmanship would in 
the circumstances involve. You have 
made many great sacrifices already 
tor the party and I know that I am 
speaking the sentiments of all loyal 
Democrats when I express the very 
deep appreciation I have felt for the 
great services you have rendered." 


Mr. Lynch suggested for the chair- 


manship is at present chairman of 
the executive committee of the na- 
tional 
committee and 
in 
active 
charge of preliminary work for Mr. 
Wilson's re-nomination. Homer S. 
Cummings 
of 
Connecticut, vice 


chairman of the national committee 
and Joseph J. Tumulty, secretary to 
the president have also been men- 
tioned as possible successors to Mr. 
McCombs.

today by, a widely 


known American returning from 
a 


business trip in Mexico. The story, 
dramatic in its details, was verified, 
he said, by several expeditionary of- 
ficers, who regard the attitude of 
the Mexican as typical of that of 
some of the more ignorant peons. 


The Mexican, president of a squal- 


id adobe village along the American 
line of communication, together with 
another native, was taken prisoner 
by American cavalrymen, according 
to the story, after snipers who had 
menaced the American 
army, 
had 


been traced to the village. 


Given an army mess kit at meal 


time, the president seized 
a small 


sharp knife, and baring his breast, 
folded his arms and 
pressed 
the 


knife underneath 
them 
into 
his 


heart before his guards could stop 
him. 
Meanwhile, the other hostage 


attempted to escape and was shot so 
seriously that he died afterwards. 


Snipers have been particularly ac- 


tive m the last week in the district 
between Namiquipa and El Valle, al- 
though few of their bullets 
found 


their marks, the American said. Ac- 
cordingly, the military 
authorities 


served warning on -"he jefes of some 
of the communities that summary ac- 
tion would follow further 
activity.

Tea Testers In Formosa. 


In the Forniosan t".i t. ido tho most 


important man is the i ha si, or taster. 
He inspects and tests samples of all 
teas offered to his flnn. and his judg- 
ment determines the pi<«e to be paid. 
In a room admitting Ik lit only from 
the north the cha si does his work. 
He first examines the le-if, then its 
fusion in hot water nnd lastly its odor 
and taste. Practically all the faculties 
are exercised in uiaki'ig this test. It 
requires the services of an expert, and 
the tea tester recedes a good salary, 
though relatively not so large as ob- 
taining twenty years ago. A tea tester 
never uses any perfume which would 
destroy the tea odor. Ho must not 
allow the acuteness of his taste to be- 
come dull. He never drinks domestic 
tea. 
Constant tea testing, it is said, 


will injure the health In Foimosa the 
tea testers are Americans or English- 
men.
